Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his inventnn. 

Claims 1-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
Indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. In the claims, for example, it is not clear what is 
meant by "communicable via" (claim 1 , line 4), "when In use" (claim 1 , line 6), 
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"compartment via" (claim 1, line 8), "means via" (claim 1, line 11), "being generally not 
communicable" (claim 16, line 14), "being slidably movable" (claim 16, line 15), etc. 
Clarification is requested. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

Claims 1-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
either one of BE 635 160 or DE 19914651 . The features of the instantly rejected claims 
are structurally met by either one of the references.
